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TO  THE  DOLGELLEY  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIE. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Davies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  sanitary  condition 
of  your  district  during  1938. 

The  Dolgelley  Rural  District  consists  of  13  parishes,  and 
has  an  area  of'  150,128  acres.  The  residential  population  for 
the  year  1938  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  to  be 
7,170  as  compared  with  7,246  in  1937. 

The  district  may  be  described  in  general  terms  as  rough, 
mountainous,  and  mainly  agricultural,  where  the  soil  is  main- 
ly thin  and  poor,  and  where  sheep  farming  largely  predomi- 
nates. 

It  contains  a number  of  mountains  of  3onsi.derable  heights, 
such  as  Cader  Idris  and  Arran  Fawddwy,  both  being  nearly 
3,000  feet  in  height.  Between  the  mountain  ranges  are  many 
deep  and  beautiful  valleys.  The  small,  hardy  Welsh  sbeep 
find  pasture  upon  the  extensive  uplands.  The  sea  coast  forms 
largely  the  Western  boundary  of  the  district.  The  inhabi- 
tants are  mainly  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits.  There  are 
a few  slate  queries  in  the  parishes  of  T'alyllyn  and  Llanfi- 
hangel-y-Pennant. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1938,  accord- 
ing to  the  Rate  Books,  were  2,406. 

The  rateable  value  at  the  same  date  was  21,037,  and  the 
sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  was  <£85  5s.  lid.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 

There  have  been  no  alterations  or  developments  since  1930, 
which  need  to  be  mentioned. 

It  is  regretable  that  there  is  no  Ambulance  service  for  the 
larger  part  of  the  area.  Most  of  the  serious  accident  cases 
and  acute  surgical  cases  have  to  be  conveyed  to  the  nearest 
hospital  in  an  ordinary  open  or  closed  car-  Transit  thus 
necessitates  a good  deal  of  jolting  and  pulling  about  of  the 
patient.  This  adds  to  the  initial  high  degree  of  shock  in 
these  serious  accident  cases  and  surgical  emergencies.  One 
can  only  call  it  criminal  that  some  of  these-  profoundly  shocked 
patients  are  removed  to  Hospital  in  an  ordinary  closed  or  open 
car. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  convene  a Joint  Confer- 
enc  of  neighbouring  authorities  to  consider  a joint  scheme. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 

Water  Supplies. 

The  District  as  a whole  is  well  served  in  respect  of  water 
supplies,  and  the  following  is  a brief  report  on  the  different 
supplies : — 

Aberangell. — The  recent  extensions  carried  out  on  this  supply 
have  been  greatly  appreciated,  and  the  village  is  now  well 
supplied  with  water. 
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Abeirgynolwyn. — This  supply  lias  been  very  satisfactory  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  no  alterations  were  carried  out  to  the  supply. 

Bontddu. — After  the  complete  re-laying*  of  the  water  mains 
at  13 ontddu  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory. 

Corns — 'Not  much  progress  lias  been  made  in  respect  of  this 
supply. 

Dyffryn. — This  supply  has  continued  to  give  trouble  during 
the  year,  and  especially  during  August.  Turing  August  Tanii 
Holiday  week,  several  houses  in  Dyffryn  were  without  water 
during  the  early  hours  of  the  day.  The  Sanitary  Inspector 
connected  the  Dyffryn  Supply  to  the  Talybont  Supply,  and 
by  this  means  the  shortage  was  overcome.  Since  then  no 
shortage  has  been  experienced. 

In  September  an  Inquiry  wTas  held  at  Llanbedr  in  respect 
of  the  quantity  of  water  required  by  the  Deudraeth  Rural  Dis- 
trist  Council  to  supply  Llanbedr  and  Gwynfryn.  At  that 
Inquiry  it  was  decided  that  Llanbedr  and  Gwynfryn  were  to 
receive  a supply  of  11,000  gallons  per  day  to  be  measured  by 
meters,  and  this  Council  have  agreed  to  supply  this  amount. 
Luther  to  the  Inquiry,  samples  of  the  water  at  Dyffryn  have 
been  taken,  and  the  reports  show  that  the  water  is  plumbo- 
solvent  to  a very  great  extent.  I view  this  with  deep  con- 
cern, and  I cannot  too  strongley  recommend  that  immediate 
action  be  taken  to  eliminate  the  dangerous  action  of  the  water 
on  lead. 

I understand  that  it  is  proposed  to  lay  1,400'  yards  of  Class 
‘ 13  ’ Everite  pipes  from  the  intake  to  the  reservoir  in  order 
to  increase  the  delivery  at  the  reservoir. 

Ganilwydl  Waiter'  Supply. — Not  much  progress  has  been 
made  in  respect  of  this  supply.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  took 
three  samples  of  water  from  different  sources  at  Ganllwyd, 
but  not  one  of  the  three  reports  were  satisfactory. 

Uaraegryn. — Certain  adjustments  have  been  carried  out  to 
the  intake  tank,  and  the  supply  is  now  working  satisfactorily. 

Llanfaohrefh — Certain  repairs  were  carried  out  to  the  in- 
take tank  of  this  supply. 

Uartellfyd. — No  further  developments  have  been  carried  out 
to  this  supply  to  eliminate  the  possibility  of  a shortage  of 
water  in  places.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  visited  possible 
sources,  and  has  submitted  estimates. 
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Llwyngwril. — The  water  main  of  this  supply  was  extended 
from  near  Henblas  to  building  plots  along*  the  Towyn  Road. 
Several  small  bursts  occurred  for  a short  period,  but  these 
were  repaired,  and  the  supply  is  satisfactory. 

Rhoslefain. — A well  was  sunk  in  Rkoslefain  field,  and  gaug- 
ing^ were  taken,  which  showed  that  at  depth  of  41  feet  9, GUO 
gallons  were  yielded  per  24  hours.  Another  well,  known  as 
Ffynnon-y-gwydd,  which  had  been  recommended  as  a suitable 
source,  was  found  to  be  insufficient.  The  work  in  respect  of 
this  supply  is  still  progressing,  and  I hope  the  work  will  be 
completed  during  next  year. 

Taicynhaeaf. — This  supply  has  been  very  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year. 

Talybont. — The  reservoir  and  the  intake  tank  for  this  supply 
have  been  cleaned,  and  there  is  a good  supply  of  water  avail- 
able. This  supply  was  connected  to>  the  Dyffryn  Supply  in 
order  to  overcome  shortage  of  water  at  Dyffryn  during  the 
summer  months-  The  supplies  have  now  been  disconnected. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Corris. — No  futher  steps  have  been  taken  in  respect  of  a 
sewerage  scheme  for  this  village- 

Dyffryn. — Plans  of  a sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  of 
Dyffryn  have  been  completed.  It  is  intended  to  proceed  with 
part  of  the  scheme  for  a cost  of  £5,539.  This  part  covers  the 
village  of  Dyffryn  only,  and  is  the  part  udiich  is  badly  in  need 
of  a sewer.  The  actual  work  on  the  sewer  has  not  yet  been 
commenced. 

Fairbourne. — Early  in  the  year  a length  of  sewer  collapsed 
at  Fairbourne,  but  this  was  repaired  immediately.  During  the 
severe  gales  in  November  the  pumping  station  at  Fairbourne 
was  flooded,  and  the  storage  and  outfall  tanks  were  filled  with 
a considerable  amount  of  sand.  The  pumping  plant  was 
thoroughly  cleaned,  and  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  any 
further  flooding.  The  plant  is  now  working  satisfactorily. 

Llwyngwril. — The  extension  of  the  sewer  from  Henblas 
along  the  Towyn  Road  has  been  completed.  This  work  was 
done  in  order  to  take  in  certain  properties,  and  was  carried  out 
by  Contract  at  a cost  of  £320'. 
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Rivers  and  Streams. 
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There  are  no  industries  in  the  district  to  pollute  the  rivers 
and  streams.  There  are  some  careless  individuals  who  throw 
their  household  refuse  into  our  beautiful  streams.  In  the 
districts  which  are  regularly  scavenged  there  is  no  excuse  for 
this  objectionable  habit.  Warning  notices  are  posted  up  in 
some  localities  to  prevent  this  undesirable  custom,  but  it  is 
not  easy  to  abolish  it  altogether.

Scavenging. 

This  Authority  undertakes  the  scavenging  of  the  villages  of 
Dyffryn,  Llanelltyd,  Arthog  and  Barmouth  Junction,  Friog 
and  Eairbourne,  Llwyngwril,  Llanegryn,  Abergynolwyn, 
Corris,  Aberllefenni,  and  Mallwyd.  These  are  let  out  on  con- 
tract for  twelve  months.  Contractors  have  to  remove  all 
house  refuse  between  the  hours  of  9 p.m.  and  8 a.m.,  and  are 
responsible  to  see  that  the  lorry  or  cart  in  use  has  a suitable 
cover.  It  is  essential  that  these  stipulations  be  carried  out 
to  ensure  the  dustless  removal  of  refuse.  In  all  cases  the 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  suitable  sites  provided  by 
this  Authority,  and  in  a purely  rural  area  of  this  kind,  which 
is  so  sparsely  populated,  there  is  no  difficulty  in  efficiently  dis- 
posing of  refuse  of  all  kinds. 

It  is  regrettable  that,  no  tender  was  received  for  the  scaveng- 
ingof  the  villages  of  Dinas  Mawddwy  and  Aberangell.  I am 
also  of  the  opinion  that  steps  should  be  taken  in  respect  of  the 
scavenging  of  the  villages  of  Granllwyd  and  Bontddu. 

The  cleaning  of  privies,  ashpits,  and  cesspools  is  done  by 
the  occupiers  of  the  premises. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  was  necessary  in  this  respect  during  the  past 
year.  We  have  no  fall  of  smoke  to  intercept  the  sunshine  of 
this  district. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  (a)  public  or  (b)  privately  owned  swimming 
baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  licensed  by  the  County  Council  7 producers  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified)  milk  within  the  district.  This 
milk  is  the  genuine  article  produced  under  ideal  conditions. 
It  is  high  time  the  public  realised  the  full  value  of  milk  as  a 
food,  and  appreciated  the  necessity  of  having  this  important 
article  of  diet  in  as  wholesome  and  incontaminated  condition 
as  possible.  I sincerely  hope  that  the  number  of  T.T.  pro- 
ducers will  increase  yearly,  and  that  soon  the  public  will 
refuse  to<  consume  only  some  form  of  graded  milk-  Samples 
of  T.T.  milk  are  sent  once  a month  to  Aberystwyth  for 
analysis  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  and  the  results  have 
been  satisfactory. 

The  cowsheds  and  dairies  are  periodically  inspected.  The 
dairies  on  the  whole  are  kept  clean,  and  are  periodically  lime- 
washed.  In  some  cases  there  is  room  for  improvement  in  the 
structural  condition  of  the  cowsheds,  and  in  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions of  the  surroundings.  Grooming  of  the  cow  is  not 
carried  out  in  the  small  farms.  The  milkers  on  the  whole  are 
clean  in  their  person,  but  washable  smocks  are  not  so  generally 
used  as  they  should  be. 
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Meat. 

The  slaughter  houses  are  very  small,  and  some  are  not 
structurally  up  to  modern  standard.  They  are  kept  clean,  and 
are  periodically  lime-washed.  There  are  no  public  abattoirs 
in  the  area.  Small  centres  of  population  should  combine  m 
some  convenient  place,  where  all  the  slaughtering  business  of 
the  surrounding  districts  can  be  carried  out. 

The  few  meat  shops  in  the  district  are  kept  clean,  and  the 
meat  is  not  exposed  to  contamination  by  flies  and  other  injur- 
ious materials. 

As  a result  of  the  survey  made  by  Dr.  II.  J.  Mathews  of 
the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  steps  are  being  taken  to  bring 
slaughter  houses  up  to  standard. 

Bakehouses. 

All  these  are  very  small,  and  are  periodically  inspected* 
They  are  kept  clean,  and  are  lime- washed  at  intervals.  In 
the  case  of  bread,  like  meat,  the  great  bulk  of  it  is  brought  in 
vans  from  the  adjoining  districts. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriolgical  Examination  of  Food. 

This  work  is  carried  out  for  this  Authority  at  the  labora- 
tories of  Messrs.  Evans,  Sons,  Lesclier  & Webb,  Ltd.,  of  Liver- 
pool. Water  analysis  is  carried  out  by  The  Evans  Biological 
Institute  of'  Runcorn,  Cheshire.  Samples  of  milk  are  sent  to 
Aberystwyth  as  directed  by  the  County  Council. 

Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

These  are  few  in  number,  and  very  small.  They  are  occu- 
pied for  the  most  part  by  the  owner.  Their  sanitary  con- 
ditions are  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

Camping  Sites. 

About  20  sites  were  used  as  camping  sites  in  the  area  during 
1938.  Licenses  were  used  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  five  sites. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  estimate  with  any  accuracy  the 
maximum  number  of  camping  resident  in  the  area  at  any  one 
time.

There  is  no  change  in  the  facilities  provided  for  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  infections  diseases. 

Infectious  Diseases- 

Of  the  28  cases  of  Scarlet.  Fever  notified,  T occurred  at 
Arthog,  4 at  Llwyngwril,  and  9 at  Dyffryn.  There  was  some 
evidence  that  in  these  cases  the  disease  was  contracted  in  the 
first  place  outside  the  district.  The  remaining  cases  occured 
at  different  times  quite  indifferently,  and  I was  unable  to  trace 
the  origin  of  the  disease.
